was conceived of writing on the subject, it had 

struck me repeatedly, that one material error) 
prevailed, as regarded the Indian population | 
of the Oho yalley, and that was, that their 

numbers were most enormously exaggerated. 
"What has become of the Indians’ is a ques- 

tion proposed on all sides, and much of its um- 

port may be comphed with, by the plain answer 
“to the amount usually supposed or any near ap- 
prowh to such an amount, the Indians never had 

an « ristance. 

* Thisis a bold assertion,’ says many, and un- 
supported by evidence it would realy be, not 
only a bold, but rash assertion, Let us examine 
the evidence. 

The Furopean settlements commenced pe- 
cessanily on or near the sea coast. The first 
was that of Virguna, 1007, ard between that 
epoch and 1650. the English had coloused, lower 
Virgima, and the eastert and southern yarts of 
Massachusetts, Khode-Island and Connecticut; 
the Diftch had planted a colony on the Hudson ; 
the Swedes one on the Delaware; and the 
French were scattered along the St. Lawrence. 
Fifty years still later, the French planted a small 
and feeble colony on the Mississipp: mver, now 
Louisiana. And again, at the end of another 
half century, or in 1750, what was the condition 
of the immense interior regions, dramed by the 
confluence of the mighty Mississippr? Thus 
answers the author of border wartare 

* As settlements extended from the sea shore, 
the Massawonees gradually retired; and when 
the white population reached the blue ridge of 
Mwuntains, the valley between it and the Al- 
leghany, was eotirely uninhatued. This de- 
hyitful region of country was then only used as 
a busting ground, and asa highway for belliger- 
ent parties of different nations, in their military 
expeditions against each other. la consequence 
of the almost continued hostilities between the 
porthern and southern Indians, these expe- 
ditions were very frequent, and tended some- 
what to retard the settlement of the valley, and 
te render a reswence m it, for sometime inse- 
cure and unpleasant. Between the Alleghany 
mountain's and the Ohw rnver, witha the pres- 
ent luts of Virginia, there were some villages 
interspersed, inhabited by a small number of 
lodians; the most of whon: retired north-west of 
that river, as the tide of emigration rolled to- 
wards it. Some, however, renamed im the i- 
terior, after settlements began to be made io 
their vicinity. 

“ North ef the present boundary of Virgina, 
and particularly near the junction of the Alleg- 
hany aad Mooongahela rivers, (where Pitts- 
burg now stands, and im the circumjaceot 
country, the ladians were more numerous, and 
their villages larger. Io 1753, whea General 
Washington visited the Freach ts on the 
Oto, the spot which hod beea aaeeted by the 
Ohio Company, as the site for a port, was oc- 
cupied by Shingess, king of the Delawares ; and 
other parts of the proximate country, were in- 





habited by Minogeoes, aod Shawanees. When | 
the Freach were forced to abandon the ion, 
which they had taken at the forks of cs 


oe part of the adjacent tribes removed fur- 
t west. So that when improvements were be- 
gun to be made in the wilderness of north 
western Virginia, (novth western and western 
Pennsylvania also.) it had been almost entirely 
deserted by the natives; and excepting a few 
straggting hunters and warriors, who occaston- 
ally traversed it in quest of game. or of human 
on whom to wreak their vengence, al- 
Most its only tenants were beasts of the forest.” 
The following tabular statement, is formed on 
the information afforded by the best authorities 
on the subject, and shows, as far as correct, the 
state of the Indian tribes west of the main spine 
of the Alleghany mountains on the Ohio valley 
and adjacent places, at about 1755.

It strikes us now with utter astonishment, and 
to those wh > have received former accounts on 
credit and without severe examination, such an 
exhibition must appear as a tax on their cre- 
dulity, but on the opposite side of the question to 
exaggeration. Yet {| must venture to assume as 
fact, that if to the above aggregate we add the 
whole tribes of Creeks, Choctaws, and every 
other tribe from the Canadian lakes, to the gulf 
of Mexico, and as far west as the Meridian of 
St. Louis, there did not, in 1775, exist along 
this lengthened region an Indian population ot 
30,000 souls. The space exceeds an area of 
450,000 square miles, or upwards of 15 square 
miles to every human being. 

In no other instance, in all human affairs, was 
that prefound metaphysical truth, that “words 
are things,’ more completely proven, than in the 
history of the Indians of the Obio and Missis- 
sippi region. The pompous title of nation, and 
when using the term, the idea of nation rose im 
the mind, though it was given to mere tribes, 
and what was worse, diminutive tribes. From 
the first landing of the English at Jamestown, 
up to the treaty of Greenville, indeed we may 
say up to 1834, intire peace has never existed 
along the whole frontier line; the Indians have 
foreseen their ruin; have attempted confeder- 
acies, and yet, have never at any moment been 
able to assemble an army of 2000 men; and 
why ?—sunply because such a body would have 
in their state of population, demanded the entire 
males, of a space of country equal to Pennsy!- 
vania, Maryland and Virginia taken together. 
As the whites advanced, cut down the forests, and 
let daylight fall ypon the earth, the lodians disap- 
peared, as phantoms disappear betore the ris- 
ingsun. To render the preceding observations 
more striking, let us take a map of the United 
States, and on itdraw a line through thecity of Al- 
bany. to Lynchburg in Virginia, then continue 
the same line in both directions, and one extreme 
will fall on the Gulf of Mexico, a little to the 
westward of the mouth of Appalachicola river, 
and the other, after traversing the southern part 
of Vermont, and the northern of New Hamp- 
shire, will leave the United States in the upper 
part of Maine. 

If on the preceding supposed line, we take 
Martinsville, Heary county, Virginia, as a point 
of outset, and proceed to the north-east, we 
would leave all the dense settlements of the then 
(1775) Anglo-North America colonies to the 
right or towards the ocean. On the opposite 
be ve he Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, New 
Y and Vermont, scattering settlemennts had 
been made within the preceding forty years, but 
sounteng from the line of demarcation, the set- 
tn anon ARES Tides ST ket Mppalac nian 
mountains, Pittsburgh and a few other forts 
marked the utmost frontiers. 

Returning again to Martinsville, and follow- 
ing our projected line in a south-westward di- 
rection, we would in 1775, have found a few set- 
tlements to our right in North Carolina, some in 
South Carolina, and in Georgia still fewer on 
that side, and before reaching the Mexican 
Gulf, plunge into an unbroken fedien country. 

f we again suppose a second line drawn 
parallel to, and one hundred and fifty miles di- 
rect air course nerth-west of the first, the second 
line would on the Gulf of Mexico, leave the 
mouth of Mobile river, pass near Knoxville 
in Tennessee, traverse eastern Kentucky and 
western Virginia, within from ten wo forty miles 
from Ohvw river; enter Pennsylvania near the 
south-western angles, pass near Pittsburg, and 
traversing western Pennsylvania, and western 
New York, merge into lake Ontario, a little 
west of the mouth of Oswego river, but after 
crossing the eastern angle of that lake, then fol- 
low the general course of the St. Lawrence, to 
north tat. 45. 

The parallelogram between those lines in- 
clude, in the United States a length of 1200 
miles, which with a breadth of 150 miles, would 
comprise 180,000 square miles, and the far 
greater part of the Appalachian region, and a 
region there is no hazard in asserimg, having 
in every thing which can conduce to human 
happiness, ho supenor continuous section op the 
surtace of the earth. The existing civilized 
population in 1834, is no doubt coveted at 
3,500,000, and as little doubt would have been 
exagyerated by an estimate of one hicentieth part 
of the number, sixty years past. 

The southern part of this parallelogram was 
then, 1775, oe upied by the Cherokees and 
Muskogees or Creeks, the northern by the Sene 
cas, and other scattering tribes, but the central 
and far greater part of the surface was a dark, 
gloomy, and silent void; in regard to human 
civilization, and what was peculiarly remark- 
able, appears never tohave been the permanent 
residence of Indian tribes. It was, as we have 
said, a feartul void in respect to intellec tual lite 
and unprovement, but nature literally laxunat- 
ed,in both anunal and vegetable productions. 
The butfaloe, deer, elk, and other mnocent 
creatures, bad to contend with the various tribes 
of the feline and canme races, and with the 
bear. Lentered this parallel mm Lint, and sever- 
al years atterwards, in western Pennsylvania 
and Virguna, have seen focks of deer and tur- 
key Maleagris Amencana,) come frequently in 
sight of the houses, and beard the dismal howl 
of the woll, inthe very skirts of Washangton 
in Penusylvama. This may appear imeredible 
to the generation now residing um that beautiful 
Village, with a densely mmhabited aod well cul- 
tivated neighbourhood ; but | can assure them of 
another tact, which still more strongly attests 
the then prevalence of the beasts of the forest. 
The lawer part of Washington ui its primitive 
state, was «a very tangled tincket, and from that 
covert, L have beard the soul chilling scream of 
the panther, than which nature affords vo other 
svund more piercing and appalling. ‘The howl- 
ing of ew wolk w music when compared to the 
screams of a fammimbhed panther. Such were the 
commingled sounds which rendered stil more 
dreadiul by the yells of savage men, broke upon 
the deep solitude of the forests from the >t. 
Lawrence to the Mexican gulf, within the life 
of thousands now living mm happiness on its sur 
face. 

But at the mternior verge of the great parelleto- 
gram we have drawn, we are still ouly enternag 
the vast Otuo and Mississipm regions. Lai us 
mnagwe atiurd bne setting out from Mictiluna 
kinak, and passing through Mt. Lams, aod con 
tinued to the north-western angle of Louwiane 
The latter line is very nearly parallel to the two 
others, and only — few miles short of 400 lo the 
north-west of the maddie line. This iteror 
parallelogram is also about 10 miles wm le ny 
wieeh at 00 mules wide, yrelds au area ul 400, 
OU0 square tiles, or something above two and 4 
bail told more extensive than the precedmy 
This nomenpse wtenor oblon comprises the 
heart of THE GREAT WEST, and contains 
the extreme western part of New York and 
Peonsy |v ama, three-tourths of Tennessec, two- 
thirds of Alabama, and half of Arkansas, about 
one-fourth of Missouri, and ope bali of Lilacs, 
with all Louisiana, Mississippi, Keotucky, lo- 
diana, Otuo aud Michigan, aod now sustams an 
agyregate civilized population of at least 3,600,- 
000; but which sixty years since, did not, from 
any docuineaot we Can nuw procure, Conta: of 
its surface 30,000 human beings, savage aod 
cwilized. 









It was not, however, the desolation which 
reigned over this vagf surface, under which na- 
ture to have concealed not only ber 
richest but her accumulated treasures, which 
cantributed most to arrest the attention of the 
very few ing whites, who penetrated into 
its recesses; no, the hyh problom was the cha- 
acter of the native people. ‘This problem re- 
mains unsolved, nor dol come before the reader 
with a key in hand to wnlock the mystery, but | 
come before the readers with plam facts. I 


that is, that MAN. 1s as mach the subject of cul- 
tivation, as the ground he treads, with the du- 


tares as well as wheat, and produces in prefer- 
ence, whichever has been first sown. 
he scattered Indian tribes, had one feature 
in common, one trait of character, a thirst of 
vengeance, or in other words, war with them 
was sill in its primitive state. Removed as they 
were in many other respects from the rudest 
savage state, in war they were unchanged, and 
vomitigated savages. What dit the whites do 
to soften this ferocious spit? What did the 
whites do to teach the savages the first lessons 
of humanity, mercy and protection to prisoners? 
hese questions will be answered as we ad- 
vance, most fearfully agatast the whites. 

The statistical view here given, shows that in 
numbers, the lintiane of the west werr wreatly 
overrated; and | now proceed to show, that their 
character, if not overrated, for indeed the con- 
trary was the fact, it was most egregiously mis- 
taken. The Indian has an abstracted contem- 
plative air, which has been taken for stupidity 
or inattention. If the simple truth had been re- 

ted on, that in civilized life, the deepest 
thinkers are persons who seem to look inward, 
the real character of the Indian would have 
been better understood. As far as their range 
of udeas extend, they think profoundly, and re- 
ot with great discrimination, 

“Their fierce and mahgnan( passions,” say 
some, “deprive the Indian of the benefits of his 
strong watural reason.’ True. Read the his- 
tory of Europe, in all stages of the intellectual 
advance of its inhabitants; read the history of 
all the nations it contains; and compare human 
conduct with human conduct there in all ages, 
and then reproach the Indians, for sacrificing 
themselves and their enemies to the demon of 
vengeance. 

Without indulging in epithets, or plunging 
into theories, we may carry our views back- 
wards, and sean the fate of the Indian race, 
since the first Anglo-American colony set foot 
on the continent of North America to this hour. 
In Virginia, Massachusetts, Plymouth, Con- 
necticut, New York, Pennsylvania, Georgia, 
and the Carolinas, ia the primitive white seftle- 
ments, very differeat pohcy was pursued with 
the Indians, and yet.one result was produced ia 
every one of these eolonies —the Seliees disap- 
peared. Many tribes have utterly perished, 
and many remnants of other tribes attest still 
more strongly the inelancholy tate of this race. 
The grave of the dead is less striking to our 
senses, or afflicting to our hearts, than ts the 
decrepit, shrivelled and trembling aspect of ex- 
piring nature. 

In Europe, Ceres preceded Cadmus by many 
ages, and merewere there taught to make bread 
belore they were taught to write. In the Anglo- 
American colonics, missionaries were placed 
amongst the Indians in place of the plough, and 
in place of taming them by kindness, they were 
taught the use of firearms. In words they were 
described as human beings; but in action treat- 
ed as incorrigible beasts of prey. And this 
policy wasin full force, when about the middle 
of the last century, when settlements of the whites 
beyan to be formed west of the Alleghany, or 
main spine of the Appalachian system of Moun- 
tains, Without stopping in the course of our 
view, to speculate oa the probable consequences 
ot a different system of measures, we proceed to 
show the eflects of those actually pursued. 

Between about 1735 and 1150, the whites pass- 
ed the Blue Ridge. Winchester in Virginia, is 
the oldest town in the great valley of the United 
States, between the Blue Ridge and the Alle- 
gran’ , and south-westward of the Susquehanna. 

twas a tradimy post as early as 1730, and 
gradually became a village, roe long within my 
own recolicction, remained the principal place 
with which the inhabstants on the upper Poto- 
their traffic. la the progreése ii ser nehrear ruin 
the coast, and before wagous could, without 
very great difficulty, be conducted over the 
mountains, Wiuebester and Hagerstown Seco ne 
temporary, and at the period under our view, 
very inpeortant outposts and entrepots. 

I may be permitted to mention in this place,a 
hitherto unnetieed, but in my humble opimen, 
the greatest ditliculty which opposed the settle- 
mentot The Weat; that was the enormous price, 
and indispensable necessary ot human hfe, com- 
iion cuhhoary salt. Well dol remember when 
salt was from five to ten dollars per bushel, and 
when money was at least one ifs present 
value. ‘This was alo a burthen of no momen- 
tary endurance, as it was but litte abated for 
upwards of thirty years. 

Though at far distant and separate ports, 
from Wyoming in Pennsylvanra, to Holston io 
pres Ry ste mean Fy hy settlements were tnade 
previously west of the main spine of the moun- 
tains, the real and decisive era of that great in- 
terior colomzation dates in 1752, when Robert 
Dinwiddie came over as Governor of Virginia. 
With this great man, for he well deserves the 
title, came John Stuart, and three of hin step 
children; one, Je Paul, who died on the easrt- 
ern shore of Mar land, as a Roman Cathohe 
priest; the second Audley Paul,a British colomal 
officer: and their sister Mary, allerwards the 
wife of Col. George Mathews.
